The  Little  Things  of  Life 


TT^ACH  day  we  read  in  our  news- 
-*-^  papers  of  greater  and  greater 
scientific  achievements  in  the  tech- 
nical fields  of  aviation  and  missilery. 
Most  people  can't  begin  to  appre- 
ciate the  technical  complexity  of  the 
large  aircraft  in  which  they  travel 
or  the  missiles  which  provide  so 
many  headlines,  but  we  each  can 
learn  a  valuable  lesson  from  these 
space-age  wonders.  As  each  new 
device  is  tested  the  main  concern  is 
whether  it  succeeded  or  failed.  Each 
of  these  machines  are  composed  of 
millions  of  parts  and  the  small  parts 
are  just  as  important  and  have  just 
as  much  influence  on  the  final  out- 
come as  any  large  component. 

So  it  is  with  our  lives,  and  herein 
lies  our  lesson.  Does  not  the  happi- 
ness and  the  success  of  living  the 
Gospel  depend  very  much  on  some 
seemingly  small  things.  Take  for 
instance  the  words  we  speak  to 
those  we  come  in  contact  with  who 
have  no  conviction  as  to  the  truthful- 
ness of  the  Restored  Gospel.  Often- 
times some  small  act  of  honesty  or 
kindness  either  in  word  or  in  deed 
might  promote  the  opportunity  to 
tell  another  of  the  eternal  truths 
which  has  enriched  our  own  lives 
and  brought  an  increase  of  happi- 
ness. 

The  Lord  has  time  and  time  again 
told  of  the  great  joys  which  we  can 
experience  for  eternity  if  we  but 
utilize  the  little  things  in  bringing 
salvation  to  another  soul.  It  has  also 
been  pointed  out  by  His  prophets 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  warn  our 
friends  and  neighbours  and  what 
better  way  than  a  noteworthy  ex- 
ample in  some  small  way. 

As  members  of  the  church  it  is 
important  to  realize  that  we  just 
might  be  the  only  contact  that  others 
will  have  with  true  Christianity. 
Consequently  any  little  thing  we  do 
may  have  a  very  powerful  influence 
either    for    good    or    evil    on    that 


individual's  desire  to  accept  the 
gospel.  As  unfortunate  as  it  is,  many 
judge  the  Church  by  its  members, 
but  even  though  this  may  seem  at 
first  like  a  disadavantage,  by  our 
conduct  we  can  very  easily  turn  it 
into  a  very  distinct  advantage  in  the 
spreading  of  the  gospel. 

By  remembrance  of  the  little 
common  courtesies  not  only  can  our 
relationships  with  others  outside  our 
homelife  and  Church  become  more 
joyous  and  eternal  but  an  increase 
of  love  and  understanding  will 
result  with  our  closer  acquaintances 
and  loved  ones.  Oftentimes  we  take 
too  much  for  granted  and  don't 
utilize  the  little  things  of  life  until 
we  realize  the  opportunity  to  use 
them  to  express  appreciation  is  gone. 
How  often  is  it  that  a  parent  and 
child  express  a  word  of  love  to  each 
other  and  thereby  cement  the  family 
bond?  Also  the  little  actions  of 
kindness  and  love,  are  these  some- 
thing that  could  help  us  as  Latter- 
Day  Saint  families  live  the  gospel 
more  fully?  Families  who  are  living 
the  gospel  cannot  help  but  be  the 
shining  light  for  some  other  soul 
which  has  not  quite  found  the 
straight  and  narrow  but  is  in  need 
of  that  least  little  bit  of  illumination. 

Hillis  once  said:  "Springs  are  little 
things,  but  they  are  sources  of  large 
streams;  A  helm  is  a  little  thing,  but 
we  know  its  use  and  power.  Nails 
and  pegs  are  little  things  but  they 
hold  the  parts  of  a  large  building 
together;  a  word,  a  look,  a  smile,  a 
frown,  are  little  things,  but  powerful 
for  good  and  evil.  Think  of  this  and 
mind  the  little  things.' 

Often  we  overlook  the  little  things, 
and  miss  much  of  the  genuine  joys 
in  life.  Let  us  remember  the  little 
things  and  discover  how  they  are  the 
little  components  that  will  make  our 
test  in  life  rise  above  the  mediocre, 
to  the  lofty  standard  of  the  gospel.

The  new  theme  for  1 962-63  was  presented  at  the 
meeting  :  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  with  all  thy  might,  mind,  and 
strength;  and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  thou 
shalt   serve    him"    Doctrine   and   Covenants    59:5. 

A  350-voice  chorus  from  North  Rexburg  Stake 
and  a  cast  of  50  from  the  Ogden  area  stake 
portrayed  the  service  to  the  Lord  in  past  ages 
in  a  series  of  tableaux  showing  Abraham,  and 
Isaac,  Moses,  the  Saviour,  and  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  This  was  followed  by  a  series  of  scenes 
depicting  the  acceptance  of  the  challenge  of  the 
past  by  today's  youth. 

Following  the  impressive  presentation  the  entire 
congregation  in  the  Tabernacle  stood  and  repeated 
the  new  theme.  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  addressed  the  Conference 
after  the  theme  presentation. 


PRESIDENT  BROWN  TO  JOIN 
CARDSTON  FETE 

President  Hugh  B.  Brown  will  be  a  principal 
speaker  in  Cardston,  Canada,  during  the  75th 
anniversary  celebration  of  the  founding  of  the 
Mormon  City,  July  2  to  4. 

Both  President  and  Mrs.  Brown  were  former 
residents  of  Cardston  and  the  week's  events  will 
attract  many  hundreds  of  former  residents  of  the 
area.  Cardston  was  settled  by  Mormon  pioneers 
from  Cach  Valley,  Utah  who  arrived  in  Canada 
in  1887,  under  the  leadership  of  Charles  Ora  Card 
for  whom  the  city  of  Cardston  was  named. 

Prime  Minister  Diefenbaker  of  Canada  will  also 
be  present  to  participate  in  the  exercises  as  will 
Hollywood  actress.  Fay  Wray  who  was  born  on 
a  ranch  at  Mountain  View,  west  of  Cardston.  She 
will  open  the  Cardston  Rodeo  on  July  3. 


MAKING  DEAF  CONVERTS 

Working  among  deaf  people  of  southern  California,  two  Utah  mis- 
sionaries have  made  their  first  deaf  convert  and  have  more  than  100 
referrals  after  only  a  few  weeks'  effort. 

Elder  Rodney  Dale  Walker  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  Elder  William  Lee 
Johnson  of  Ogden.  baptized  Coleman  Carnell  after  teaching  him  the  Gospel 
in  the  deaf  sign  language. 

The  Elders,  both  of  whose  parents  are  deaf,  learned  the  sign  language 
as  children  and  now  use  it  to  teach  the  estimated  10.000  deaf  people  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Area.  They  are  co-operating  with  the  South  California  Branch 
for  the  Deaf.  Members  and  investigators  travel  great  distances  in  order  to 
attend  meetings  of  the  Deaf  Branch,  which  include  a  full  Church  pro- 
gramme, Sunday  School.  Priesthood.  Sacrament  Meeting.  Relief  Society, 
MIA,  etc..  all  conducted  in  the  sign  language. 

The  missionaries  report  their  principal  difficulty  is  to  organize  their 
investigators  into  group  meetings  so  they  can  teach  as  many  people  as 
possible  at  each  appointment.  The  work,  they  report  gives  them  extra 
satisfaction  as  they  teach  the  deaf.

T3IONEERS  — a  word  that  sets 
-*-  afire  a  spark  of  pride  in  every 
devoted  Latter-day  Saint.  Cou- 
rageous, devoted,  god-fearing  people 
they  were.  Surrendering  their  earthly 
goods  and  possessions  to  follow  their 
God.  Many  of  them  felt  the  empti- 
ness that  came  from  the  loss  of  their 
loved  ones  who  died  because  of  the 
bitter  conditions  encountered  in  the 
migrations  to  the  West.  Not  only  did 
they  taste  of  death  afflicted  by 
nature  .  .  .  but  by  man  as  well. 
Driven  from  their  homes  by  murder- 
ing, plundering  mobs,  they  became 
the  prey  of  those  whose  ambition  it 
was  to  destroy  them. 

Because  of  these  foul  deeds,  much 
suffering  was  administered  unto  the 
Saints.  While  some  gave  their  lives 
for  their  beliefs,  weaker  ones  fell 
away  and  left  the  Church.  The  cost 
of  establishing  the  Church  was  very 
high,  but  Zion  was  to  be  established, 
and  it  was. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  pro- 
phet Brigham  Young  (after  the 
martyrdom  of  the  prophet  Joseph) 
the  saints  began  the  great  treks  from 
the  East  to  the  West.  And  though 
their  tribulations  were  great,  their 
rewards  were  greater,  for  they 
carried  with  them  visions  and  dreams 
of  being  able  to  live  and  worship 
as  they  saw  fit. 

And  upon  arriving  in  the  Great 
Salt   Lake   Valley,  with  what  must 


have  been  great  hope,  their  hopes 
were  probably  shattered  by  what 
they  beheld  ...  a  desert. 

No  doubt  some  were  disheartened 
with  what  they  saw.  It  was  probably 
far  from  the  "promised  valley"  they 
had  imagined.  But  a  prophet  of  God 
had  stated  "This  is  the  place,"  there 
could  be  no  mistake.  By  the  sweat 
of  their  brow  they  were  to  build 
their  homes  and  raise  their  crops. 
And  in  the  process  of  a  few  years 
they  literally  "made  the  desert  to 
blossom  like  a  rose." 

Today  as  one  looks  over  Salt  Lake 
Valley,  one  beholds  a  beautiful  city, 
green  with  plant  life,  and  in  the 
midst  of  it — a  temple  of  God  built 
by  the  early  pioneers  from  1850  to 
1890.  Forty  years  of  sacrifice  and 
work,  but  by  no  means  in  vain.  They 
erected  a  house  to  the  Lord,  and  the 
Lord  blessed  them  for  their  faith 
and  efforts. 

And  so  it  stands  today,  a  tribute 
to  the  past  and  a  guide  for  the 
future. 

One  cannot  help  but  hold  his 
head  high  and  thrill  to  the  word 
"pioneer",  and  for  all  it  stands.  The 
debt  we  owe  them  is  tremendous 
and  can  only  be  paid  by  thankful- 
ness in  our  hearts  and  service  to  our 
God.

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Your  Name  Shall  be  Known 

Among  All  Nations 

for  Good  and  for  Evil

On  the  evening  of  September  21,  1823,  Joseph  Smith  lay  pondering 
on  a  vision  received  more  than  three  years  previously — a  vision  in  which 
he  had  seen  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  had  been  told  "the  Lord  has 
a  great  work  for  you  to  do."  Joseph  wondered  why  he  had  heard  nothing 
more.  Presently  a  heavenly  personage  appeared,  so  brilliant  that  it  was 
beyond  the  power  of  the  youthful  Joseph  to  describe.  That  heavenly 
being  announced  himself  as  Moroni,  who  more  than  1,000  years  pre- 
vious had  lived  upon  the  American  continent.  Among  other  important 
and  far-reaching  statements  and  predictions  by  the  resurrected  Moroni 
were  these:  "The  Lord  has  a  work  for  you  to  do.  in  consequence  of  which 
your  name  shall  be  known  among  all  nations  for  good  and  for  evil." 

He  also  told  Joseph  there  were  some  records  deposited  in  a  nearby 
hill  and  that  he,  Joseph,  was  to  go  there  on  the  following  day.  The  next 
day  at  the  hill  the  angel  Moroni  again  appeared  before  Joseph.  Said  he: 
"Your  name  shall  be  known  among  the  nations  for  the  work  which  the 
Lord  will  perform.  By  your  hands  shall  the  righteous  rejoice  and  the 
wicked  rage.  With  one  it  shall  be  had  in  honour  and  the  other  in  re- 
proach, yet  with  these  it  shall  be  a  terror  because  of  the  great  and  mar- 
vellous work  which  shall  follow  this  the  coming  forth  of  the  fullness  of 
the  Gospel." 

Sixteen  years  later,  in  March,  1839,  Joseph  languished  in  a  jail,  hav- 
ing been  placed  there  for  no  reason  other  than  to  destroy  him  and  the 
"marvellous  work"  he  was  bringing  forth.  He  was  forced  to  listen  to 
stories  told  by  his  guards  of  plundering,  killing  and  the  destroying  of 
the  crops  of  his  near  15,000  followers,  who  were  hemmed  by  a  ruthless 
mob.  In  anguish  Joseph  cried  to  the  Lord :  "How  long,  how  long,  O  Lord, 
shall  they  suffer  these  wrongs?" 

From  a  revelation  given  to  him  in  answer  to  this  prayer  this  is  taken 
— "The  ends  of  the  earth  shall  inquire  after  thy  name  and  fools  shall 
hold  thee  in  derision,  and  hell  shall  rage  against  thee;  while  the  pure  in 
heart  and  the  wise  and  the  noble  and  the  virtuous  shall  seek  counsel  and 
authority  from  under  thy  hand." 

Even  to  the  firm  believers  in  a  Creator  Who  has  planned  the  destiny 
of  His  children  these  statements  were  fantastic.  The  sceptics  pronounced 
them  the  imaginations  of  a  sub-normal  backwoods  boy  and  impossible 
of  fulfilment.  Yet  the  ones  who  ridiculed  these  statements  could  not  dis- 
miss them  from  their  minds.  I  can  testify  to  this  fact  from  a  personal 
experience. 

As  a  Latter-Day  Saint  missionary,  I  was  tracting  from  door  to  door 
in  the  city  of  Kimberley,  in  South  Africa,  during  the  year  1918.  The 
many  who  heard  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith  knew  him  only  for  evil  and 
held  him  in  derision.  Nine  out  of  10  of  the  doors  were  slammed  in  my 
face.  They  pushed  me  from  their  property  into  the  street  and  threw  mud 
on  me.  Elder  A.  U.  Merrill  and  I  were  actually  held  in  jail  for  three  days 
without  being  charged.  In  contrast,  "the  pure  in  heart"  in  that  remote 
branch  of  the  Church  honoured  me  as  a  servant  of  the  Lord  and  fed 
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and  nursed  me  back  to  health  from  a  near  fatal  attack  of  influenza  which 
killed  nearly  5,000  of  the  39,000  people  in  that  city  in  October,  1918. 

Some  time  later  I  was  without  a  companion — a  condition  which  the 
President  of  the  South  Africa  Mission  wisely  tried  to  avoid.  One  of  the 
few  men  who  would  listen  to  me  stated  that  he  was  a  spiritualist.  I  per- 
suaded him  to  let  me  come  to  his  home.  Nothing  worth  relating  occurred 
on  the  first  visit  except  that  he  loaned  me  some  literature  and  reluctantly 
granted  me  permission  to  come  a  few  evenings  later  and  discuss  it  with 
him.  After  40  years  the  events  of  that  evening  are  still  clear  in  my  mind. 

The  man  was  seated  opposite  me,  his  wife  on  my  right  at  a  highly 
polished,  carved  oak  table  that  looked  so  out  of  place  in  a  small,  dismal, 
bare-floored  room.  He  asked:  "What  do  you  think  of  the  pamphlets?" 
The  reply  was:  "I  notice  that  in  your  praying  you  do  not  say,  'Our 
Father  Which  art  in  heaven'  but  'O  Great  Spirit.'  Neither  do  you  ask, 
Tn  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.' "  Further,  many  of  the  men  and  women 
who  persist  in  trying  to  get  in  touch  with  the  spirits  get  mentally  upset. 
Some  have  nervous  breakdowns  and  are  obliged  to  be  put  in  mental  hos- 
pitals." He  agreed  with  what  I  said,  and  added  that  it  was  nerve- 
wracking. 

Such  a  startling  admission  provoked  the  statement  that  we  grow 
into  that  which  we  worship.  From  the  evidence  it  seems  that  the  spirit- 
ualists were  worshipping  something  beneath  themselves;  that  is,  instead 
of  growing,  their  powers  were  lessening;  their  ability  to  love  and  compre- 
hend was  decreasing.  I  then  stated  how  necessary  it  is  to  get  the  Christ 
ideal  in  our  minds  and  with  all  our  might  pursue  it.  About  15  minutes 
were  spent  in  discussing  the  theme  when  he  stated:  "You  make  it  sound 
so  reasonable,  so  in  harmony  with  every  experience  I  have  ever  had. 
Where  do  you  get  the  ideas?" 

In  explaining  the  origin  of  my  thesis,  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith  was 
mentioned.  That  name  spoken  caused  each  of  them  to  flush  to  the  roots 
of  the  hair.  The  woman  so  nearly  fainted  that  the  husband  was  obliged 
to  steady  her  into  an  adjoining  room.  About  five  minutes  later  he  re- 
turned and  seated  himself  at  the  table.  Again  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith 
was  spoken.  For  the  second  time  the  man  flushed,  and  in  a  voice  of 
terror  shouted:  "Please,  please  do  not  mention  that  name  again — it  goes 
through  me  like  a  knife."  After  calming  himself  he  stated  that  it  was 
the  name  that  had  upset  his  wife  and  she  was  lying  on  the  bed  very  ill. 
What  explanation  can  be  given  for  the  common  name  "Joseph  Smith" 
striking  terror  to  that  couple  other  than,  "The  power  of  good  will  be  a 
terror  to  the  wicked,"  as  was  told  to  Joseph  Smith. 

My  experience  is  but  one  of  many  which  verify  seemingly  impossible 
fulfilment  of  the  predictions  made  to  the  prophet  by  the  angel  Moroni. 
If  we  are  to  judge  the  man  Joseph  Smith  by  the  notice  he  has  received, 
his  influence  is  great  in  scope  and  importance.  Joseph  Smith  truly  is 
"known  among  all  nations  for  good  and  for  evil."

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Our  Members  Overseas 

Henley-on-Thames, 
Dear  Friends  in  South  Africa,  England,  24th  May,  1962. 

It  is  now  just  two  months  since  we  left  on  our  long  dreamed  of  overseas 
trip.  We  left  Johannesburg  for  Lourenco  Marques  on  23rd  March,  and 
the  next  day  we  boarded  our  aircraft  on  the  first  leg  of  our  journey — a 
seven-hour  flight  to  Brazzaville  After  a  two-hour  break  we  were  on  our 
way  again  to  Abijan.  five  hours  away.  Here  we  had  lunch  and,  as  we  were 
sitting  pretty  close  to  the  Equator,  were  just  about  fried  to  a  turn  waiting 
to  take  off  on  the  longest  hop  of  our  journey — to  Portugal. 

I  wish  I  could  describe  the  thrill  of  flying  over  the  Sahara  Desert, 
which  from  4i  miles  up  looked  like  a  slightly  rippled  sea.  Picture  if  you 
can  the  sun  going  down  just  then.  We  soon  settled  down  to  sleep,  as  we 
expected  to  arrive  in  Lisbon  at  2  a.m.  Monday  morning.  What  a  sight 
from  the  air.  We  saw  the  harbour  lights  picked  out  in  fairy  lights  and 
great  green  patches  of  the  city  in  floodlights.  We  nearly  froze  on  getting 
off  the  plane  and  realized  we  were  very  much  farther  north  than  the  day 
before.  We  all  enjoyed  our  lovely  hot  baths  and  a  very  restful  seven  hours' 
sleep  before  setting  out  to  explore  this  truly  beautiful  old  yet  new  city. 

In  the  old  part  of  the  city  were  fascinating  narrow,  cobbled  streets 
with  houses  made  attractive  with  designs  worked  in  coloured  tiles.  These 
tiles,  in  blues,  greens,  browns  and  yellows,  were  on  the  walls  between 
the  windows.  The  family  wash  was  hanging  out  of  the  windows  over  the 
street  below.  We  eventually  found  the  green  squares  we  had  seen  from 
the  air  the  night  before.  They  were  parks  behind  an  immense  statue  in 
the  centre  of  the  city.  Most  of  the  pavements  we  saw  repeated  the 
designs  in  blue  tiles  we  had  seen  on  the  houses. 

Then  on  to  Paris,  where  we  stayed  just  a  week,  as  we  are  returning 
there  before  leaving  for  home.  Paris  is  just  steeped  in  history  with  all 
its  old  buildings,  palaces  and  churches.  After  Paris  we  went  on  to  London, 
which  is  an  immense  city  that  I  cannot  find  words  to  describe.  I  thor- 
oughly disliked  my  first  taste  of  the  place — it  is  too  big,  noisy  and  busy. 
But  every  time  I  go  back  now  I  soak  up  more  tradition  and  history. 

For  10  days  we  were  living  about  five  miles  from  the  London  Temple. 
We  felt  we  were  blessed  very  abundantly  by  being  able  to  go  through  the 
Lord's  House  four  times.  There  can  never  be  anything  in  life  again  to 
compare  with  the  first  time  you  go  through  for  your  own  endowments. 
Dear  friends,  may  we  encourage  you  all  to  make  every  possible  sacrifice 
to  make  a  visit  to  the  Temple  possible.  It  is  a  worthwhile  ambition  in  life. 

On  the  Tuesday  after  Easter  we  moved  to  Henley-on-Thames.  This 
to  my  mind,  from  what  we  have  seen  of  England,  is  the  most  beautiful 
spot  in  this  lovely  little  island.  We  are  close  to  the  river,  staying  on  a 
farm.  Behind  us  is  a  wood  with  plenty  of  beautiful  trees  and  the  most 
gorgeous  greens  imaginable.  The  chestnut  trees  look  like  Christmas  trees 
with  their  flowers  looking  like  lighted  candles. 

We  have  met  most  of  the  South  African  friends  who  are  here — Gary 
Fisher.  Jean  McGill,  Peter  Garbside  and  Anne  Hoffman.  Astrid  Steen 
Nielssen  we  met  later  on.  These  folk  all  send  their  love.  Since  then  we 
have  attended  services  at  Crawley,  the  branch  attended  by  the  Temple 
workers,  and  Epsom  and  Reading.  At  Crawley  we  were  invited  to  speak 
at  evening  service. 

While  in  Paris  we  were  privileged  to  attend  Fast  and  Testimony 
Meeting  and  invited  to  join  in  bearing  our  testimonies.  It  was  most  in- 
spiring and  uplifting  to  hear  people  speak  in  French.  German,  Norwegian, 
Dutch  and  me  in  English.  We  met  some  South  African  missionaries  on 
their  way  home,  and  a  missionary  from  Norway  whose  father.  Elder 
Bailey,  had  laboured  in  South  Africa  34  years  ago.  We  also  met  a  sister 
of  Elder  Jensen  and  a  cousin  of  Elder  Tate;  both  of  these  lovely  sisters 
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were  on  a  mission.  We  conveyed  your  greetings  to  them  and  everyone 
else  in  England.  These  people,  who  have  such  a  wonderful  way  of  life, 
send  you  all  greetings. 

Next  week  Lynette  and  I  will  be  going  to  visit  Sister  Joyce  Levy's 
parents.  We  will  then  go  on  to  Scotland  to  visit  a  friend  in  Aberdeen.  We 
will  be  going  on  a  coach  tour  on  the  Continent.  In  12  days  we  hope  to 
visit  Belgium,  France,  Luxembourg,  Germany,  Austria,  Switzerland  and 
Holland.  Quite  an  achievement  and,  I  am  sure,  a  trip  that  we  shall  not 
forget. 

We  are  enjoying  our  lazy,  timeless,  almost  dateless  existence  in  our 
mobile  house.

/  \NE  of  the  greatest  qualities  of  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
^-*  of  Latter-Day  Saints  is  the  quality  of  friendship.  This  aspect  of  the 
Church  is  one  of  the  first  things  that  a  new  member  or  investigator  notices. 
The  love  that  is  evident  between  the  members  and  visitors  is  very  noticeable 
and  genuine.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  present  in  a  meeting  in  which  the 
people  are  happy,  spiritual,  and  friendly.  I  am  sure  that  you  have  noticed 
how  much  the  atmosphere  of  a  room  is  improved  when  a  person  comes  in 
wearing  a  big  smile  and  somehow  we  find  that  our  own  troubles  seem  less. 

In  so  many  words  I  have  been  describing  the  average  Latter-Day  Saint. 
With  these  qualities  present  in  the  greater  part  of  the  people,  President 
McKay  has  given  to  us  the  plan  by  which  we  can  show  forth  the  character 
of  the  people  by  sharing  the  Gospel  with  others  so  that  they  can  have  the 
same  opportunities  that  we  now  are  having.  So  that  they  can  have  their 
minds  at  ease  and  have  the  knowledge  and  personal  conviction  that  there 
is  a  God.  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  that  God  is  speaking  to  the  earth  today, 
and  that  the  true  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  upon  the  earth  today.  What 
a  wonderful  knowledge  to  have  and  to  be  able  to  share.  How  many  times 
have  we  heard  members  expressing  how  they  would  like  to  be  able  to  do 
something  for  the  mission  and  the  Church.  Now  the  Lord  has  given  us  this 
opportunity. 

I  think  that  the  greatest  blessing  of  missionary  work  is  seeing,  after 
putting  in  many  hours  of  tracing  and  teaching,  your  investigator  enter  the 
waters  of  baptism.  As  the  tears  come  to  your  eyes  and  your  heart  swells 
with  happiness,  it  makes  all  the  hard  hours  well  worth  it.

(Doctrine 
and  Covenants  18:15.) 

I  am  sure  that  you  can  imagine  the  happiness  that  you  would  feel 
when  you  saw  your  neighbour,  who  you  may  have  thought  would  never 
consider  ever  being  a  Mormon,  enter  into  the  water  and  perhaps  five  years 
later  become  the  Branch  President.

Reverence  is  the  noblest  state  in  which  a  man  can  live  in  this  world. 
Reverence  and  obedience  to  law  should  begin  at  home.  The  true  expres- 
sion of  reverence  is  found  in  our  Saviour's  words:  "Love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  might,  mind  and  strength  and  thy  neighbours  as 
thyself." 

In  the  revelation  given  to  Joseph  Smith  on  Priesthood  on  28th  March, 
1835,  the  Lord  declares:  "There  are  in  the  Church  two  priesthoods, 
namely,  the  Melchizedek  and  Aaronic,  including  the  Levitical  Priest- 
hood. Why  the  first  is  called  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  is  because 
Melchizedek  was  such  a  great  high  priest.  Before  his  day  it  was  called 
the  Holy  Priesthood  after  the  Order  of  the  Son  of  God.  But  out  of  re- 
spect or  reverence  to  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Being,  to  avoid  the  too 
frequent  repetition  of  his  name,  they  (the  Church)  in  ancient  days 
called  that  priesthood  after  Melchizedek,  or  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood. 
(Doctrine  and  Covenants,  107  :  1-4.)  From  the  beginning  of  time  the 
sacred  name  of  the  Supreme  Being  has  been  held  in  the  greatest  rever- 
ence by  the  servants  of  the  Lord. 

One  of  our  Commandments  states:  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of 
the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain,  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh  His  name  in  vain.  There  is  nothing  that  should  be  held  in  more 
reverence  and  respect  than  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Being  and  the 
name  of  His  Beloved  Son.  There  are  occasions  when  the  use  of  these 
sacred  names  or  titles  may  be  used,  and  the  Lord  Himself  has  given  us 
this  privilege  in  the  blessings  of  the  Sacrament,  etc.  It  would  be  well, 
however,  for  those  who  address  the  congregation  to  use  the  holy  names 
sparingly  when  other  expressions  will  suffice.  The  great  lesson  for  us  to 
learn  is  to  use  the  titles  of  deity  reverently  in  all  our  preaching,  writing 
and  conversations.  It  is  imperative  to  remove  the  spirit  irreverence  and 
familiarity. 

I  pray  that  the  Lord  will  continue  to  shower  his  blessings  on  each 
and  every  one  of  His  faithful  servants.

\  MAN  can  never  gain  the 
J-*-  Celestial  Kingdom  by  himself 
unless  God  directs  him  in  the  right 
way  —  and  the  Priesthood  is  for  that 
purpose.  Since  Priesthood  is  the 
authority  to  speak  and  act  for  God 
it  implies  that  there  is  great  power. 
Power  such  as  this  must  be  used  to 
accomplish  God's  will  on  earth. 
Priesthood  must  be  in  touch  with 
the  source  of  truth  —  its  labours 
must  be  guided  by  revelation  and  the 
first  great  gift  of  the  Priesthood  is 
revelation. 

All  those  who  hold  this  authority 
are  entitled — if  their  lives  are  pure — 
to  receive  revelation  from  God  to 
help  them  in  their  private  lives.  One 
of  the  essential  requirements  of  any- 
one possessing  this  authority  is  to 
be  willing  to  be  presided  over — and 
he  is  not  fit  to  preside  over  others 
until  he  can  submit  sufficiently  to 
the  presidency  of  his  brethren.  The 
moment  a  man  says  he  will  not  sub- 
mit to  legal  authority  of  the  Church 
— whether  it  be  Mission  or  Branch 
Presidents  or  even  Branch  Teachers 
and  persists  in  carrying  that  attitude 
with  him — that  very  moment  he  cuts 
himself  off  from  the  blessings  of  the 
Priesthood.

It  is  one  of  the  fundamental  call- 
ings of  each  one  of  us  to  save  man- 
kind— to  bring  them  into  harmony 
with  the  Laws  of  God  and  principles 
of  righteousness  —  and  this  is  not 
possible  if  we  ourselves  are  not  in 
harmony  with  God  and  His  works. 
In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  we 
read :  "Let  bowels  also  be  full  of 
charity  toward  all  men  and  to  the 
Household  of  Faith,  and  let  virtue 
garnish  thy  thoughts  unceasingly, 
then  shall  thy  confidence  wax  strong 
in  the  presence  of  God  and  the  doc- 
trine of  the  Priesthood  shall  distill 
upon  thy  soul  as  the  dews  from 
heaven."  (D.  and  C.   121:45.) 

May  we  conduct  our  lives  in  such 
a  manner  that  our  members  honour 
and  respect  the  Priesthood  which  we 
posses  without  having  to  remind 
them  to  honour  this  authority.

KINDNESS  IS  STRONGER 
THAN  FORCE 

FT  is  by  kindness  that  you  win.  admiration   and   respect  —  not  force. 
-*-    Thi^s  is  very  true  in  a  Sunday  School  class,  or  any  other  class  where 
students   are  involved,  children  especially.  The  influence  of  kindness  can 
be  illustrated  by  the  story*  of  the  sun  and  the  wind,  becoming  involved  in 
an  argument  as  to  which  was  the  most  powerful. 

To  use  our  imagination  the  story  went  as  follows : 

The  sun  said,  "There's  a  fellow  going  down  the  street.  Let's  sec  which 
of  us  can  take  his  coat  off  first.  Mr.  Wind,  you  try  first." 

He  did.  He  hit  that  fellow  so  hard  with  his  gusts  that  the  poor  fellow 
pretty  nearly  was  swept  off  the  road,  but  the  harder  the  wind  blew  the 
tighter  did  our  friend  pull  his  coat  around  him. 

Force  had  failed. 

"Now,"  said  the  sun,  "let  me  try." 

He  did  it  the  warm  way.  He  threw  his  rays  on  that  fellow's  back, 
and  in  just  a  moment  our  friend's  coat  was  off  and  being  carried  on  his 
arm.  Kindness  had  won. 

To  further  illustrate  the  point  of  kindness,  the  story*  is  told  of  the 
frog  and  the  mouse.  The  story  goes  as  follows: — 

Mr.  Frog  met  Mr.  Mouse  one  day.  Said  the  frog  to  his  new  friend,

The  investigator  is 
your  friend  and  you  have  enlightened  him  as  to  the  procedure  of  the 
meeting.  The  atmosphere  is  friendly  and  the  investigator  is  at  ease.  When 
the  missionaries  get  to  the  meeting  and  give  the  lesson  there  will  be  no 
suspicion  or  mistrust  but  the  person  will  be  able  to  devote  their  attention 
to  what  is  being  said.  And  when  an  investigator  hears  the  testimony  of 
his  friend  (the  member),  the  Spirit  will  bear  such  strong  testimony  that 
he  would  have  a  hard  time  not  to  be  convinced. 

We  do  realize  that  every  group  teaching  meeting  is  not  going  to  result 
in  a  baptism  but  if  we  can  get  one  person  to  see  the  light  in  any  number 
of  meetings  wouldn't  it  be  worth  it?  How  great  shall  be  our  joy  in  seeing 
that  person  gain  the  happiness  and  joy  that  we  have  as  members. 

We  as  missionaries  are  here  to  help  you  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  South 
Africa  with  the  group  teaching.  Working  together  we  can  make  this 
programme  one  of  the  greatest  that  has  ever  been  introduced  into  the 
country  and  the  path  to  attaining  that  goal  can  never  be  replaced.

1  cup  friendly  words 

2  heaping  cups  of  understanding 

A  generous  amount  of  time  and  patience 

A  pinch  of  warm  personality 

Dash  of  dry  humour  (or  sense  of  humour) 

Spice  of  life. 
Mixing  instructions :  Measure  words  carefully;  add  heaping  cups  of 
understanding;  sift  together  four  times  before  using.  Make  smooth  sauce — 
not  too  thick;  cook  on  front  burner,  keeping  temperature  low — do  not 
boil.  Use  generous  amounts  of  time  and  patience;  add  a  dash  of  humour 
and  a  pinch  of  warm  personality .  Season  to  taste  with  spice  of  life.  Serve 
in  individual  moulds  .  .  .  Best,  when  made  by  a  good  mixer ! 

CREAM  PUFFS 
Temp.  400°  F.  Time,  large  40  minutes;  small  30  minutes 

Large  yield,  16  —  small  yield,  40 
i  teaspoon  salt  \-cup  butter 

1  cup  flour  1  cup  water 

4  eggs 
Heat  the  butter  and  water  to  the  boiling  point.  Add  the  flour  all  at 
once  and  stir  vigorously  until  the  mixture  leaves  the  sides  of  the  pan  and 
clings  to  the  spoon.  Remove  from  the  heat  and  cool  slightly.  Add  the 
unbeaten  eggs,  one  at  a  time,  beating  thoroughly  after  each  addition.  Drop 
by  spoonfuls  on  greased  sheet  \\  inches  apart.  Shape  into  rounds  about 
2  inches  in  diameter.  Bake. 

When  ready  to  use,  cut  top  off  and  put  a  scoop  of  vanilla  ice  cream 
on  lower  half.  Replace  top  and  serve  with  chocolate  sauce. 

FUDGE  TOPPING 

1  scant  cup  sugar  4  tablespoons  cocoa 

Put  in  skillet,  turn  on  low  heat  until  it  goes  crumbly.  Add  |  lb.  marga- 
rine or  butter.  Heat  again.  Add  i  cup  canned  milk.  Bring  to  boil  and  boil 
for  1  minute.
